I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1936;  it  is  set  out 
on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  1561. 


POPULATION. 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  borough  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  41,380,  a  further  fall  of  320. 

BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 

There  were  566  live  births  and  626  deaths,  resulting  in  a  natural 
decrease  of  60. 

The  birth  rate  was  13.7.  The  actual  or  crude  death-rate  was  15.1 ; 
standardised,  so  as  to  be  comparable  with  other  standardised  death-rates, 
it  was  12.1.  The  birth  and  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  14.8 
and  12.1  respectively. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  ( i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  under  1  year 
of  age  per  1,000  live  births)  was  60.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  59. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

No  notifiable  disease  was  unduly  prevalent,  but  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  there  was  an  epidemic  of  measles;  732  cases  were 
reported  from  the  schools  and  there  was  an  unknown  number  among 
younger  children.  Fortunately  there  was  only  one  death.  Measles  is 
a  dangerous  disease  in  young  children,  especially  in  homes  where  nursing 
is  impossible.  Severe  cases  are  admitted  from  such  homes  to  the  Sana¬ 
torium  on  request  by  the  doctor  in  attendance. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  continues  to  be  available,  but 
only  seventy-five  children  were  immunised  during  the  year.  If  an  out¬ 
break  of  diphtheria  were  to  occur,  parents  would  seek  protection  for 
their  children  regardless  of  the  fact  that  it  cannot  be  given  quickly. 
IIow  much  wiser  they  would  be  not  to  take  this  risk. 

M  ILK. 

The  quantity  of  poor  milk  sold  in  Scarborough  continues  to  be 
high.  Figures  given  in  the  report  shew  that  the  percentage  of  samples 
reported  by  the  public  analyst  to  be  adulterated  is  more  than  twice  as 
high  in  Scarborough  as  it  is  in  England  and  Wales.  This  is  not 
creditable  to  a  health  resort. 
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An  outstanding  and  tragic  event  of  the  year  was  the  milk  b^ie 
outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  at  Bournemouth,  Poole  and  Christchur dRn 
August  and  September.  The  disease  was  spread  by  the  milk  of  one 
large  distributor  who  pooled  the  milk  of  thirty-seven  producers.  A 
human  carrier  staying  near  the  farm  of  one  of  the  producers  infected 
a  stream  to  which  the  cows  had  access ;  this  producer’s  milk  infected 
the  whole  of  the  pooled  milk  at  the  distributor’s  central  depot.  There 
followed  an  explosive  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  which  718  cases  (518 
residents  and  200  visitors)  are  known  to  have  occurred,  and  51  residents 
lost  their  lives.  Within  twenty-four  hours  it  was  plain  that  the  milk 
supply  referred  to  was  at  fault.  Immediate  arrangements  were  made 
to  “  pasteurise  ”  the  whole  supply,  with  the  result  that  the  spread  of 
infection  was  immediately  stopped. 

The  danger  of  drinking  raw  milk  could  not  be  better  illustrated. 
The  facts  speak  for  themselves.  What  happened  at  Bournemouth  might 
as  easily  happen  at  Scarborough  or  any  other  place  where  raw  milk  is 
consumed.  After  this  experience  the  Town  Council  of  Poole  inserted 
in  a  bill  which  they  were  promoting  in  Parliament  a  clause  giving  the 
Council  power  to  ensure  that  all  milk  supplies  within  their  area  should 
be  pasteurised  unless  the  milk  were  produced  and  distributed  in  such 
circumstances  as  to  provide  adequate  safeguards  against  infection.  In 
asking  the  Scarborough  Town  Council  (among  others)  to  support  this 
clause  the  Town  Clerk  of  Poole  wrote That,  it  seems  to  my 
Council,  is  the  position  to  be  desired.  Where  raw  milk  is  desired  by 
a  consumer  for  medical  or  other  reasons,  it  seems  desirable  that  it  should 
be  available,  and  the  powers  sought  would  permit  of  this  provided  the 
conditions  above  mentioned  were  complied  with,  but  where  milk  is 
brought  in  for  consumption  by  an  urban  community  from  sources  out¬ 
side  their  control,  and  in  many  cases  from  sources  unknown  to  the  Local 
Authority,  a  risk  is  being  incurred  which,  in  view  of  its  possible  tragic 
consequences,  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue.”  You  considered  the 
clause  and  adopted  the  following  resolution  of  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  : — •“  That  the  Council  be  recommended  to  support  such  Clause,  and 
that  the  Town  Clerk  be  instructed  to  inform  the  Minister  of  Health,  the 
Member  of  Parliament  for  the  Scarborough  and  Whitby  Division  and 
the  Town  Clerk  of  Poole  accordingly.” 

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  year  was  375,  of 
which  225  were  built  by  the  Corporation.  The  number  of  houses  rendered 
fit  in  consequence  of  formal  or  informal  action  taken  by  your  officers 
was  153.  Progress  was  made  with  slum  clearance.  Clearance  of  the 
Cross  Street  area  was  completed,  and  the  building  of  new  houses  and 
flats  upon  it  is  now  well  advanced.  The  William  Street  No.  1,  William 
Street  No.  2,  Globe  Street  and  Ebenezer  Place  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  after  a  public  inquiry. 
All  have  now  been  cleared,  and  building  is  in  progress  on  the  latter  two 
areas.  In  my  report  for  1935,  I  referred  to  seven  further  areas,  viz., 
William  Street  No.  3,  Henrietta  Court,  Durham  Cottages,  Mill  Street, 
Providence  Place,  Burns  Yard  and  Lime  Kiln  Hill,  respecting  which  the 
Council  had  made  Clearance  Orders.  In  February,  1936,  it  was  decided

tr- substitute  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  respect  of  the  first  four  of 
t  ufse  areas.  After  a  public  inquiry,  the  Minister  of  Health  confirmed 
the  seven  Orders,  with  one  slight  modification.  The  thirteen  areas  in 
respect  of  which  compulsory  purchase  or  clearance  orders  have  now  been 
confirmed  amount  to  54  acres,  and  affect  412  dwelling  houses  (in  addition 
to  other  buildings)  and  1,625  persons. 

Many  people  in  Scarborough,  never  having  seen  these  areas,  can¬ 
not  realise  what  has  been  and  is  being  done.  But  no  one  who  knew 
the  old  Cross  Street  and  Dumple  Street  district,  with  its  courts  and 
alleys  and  hovels,  and  now  views  the  transformation  which  has  taken 
place,  can  fail  to  appreciate  in  some  degree  what  this  means  to  the 
health  and  well-being  of  the  people,  especially  the  children,  who  lived 
there.  Much  still  remains  to  be  done — in  the  Castle  Ward  especially, 
where  the  problem  has  also  an  aesthetic  aspect,  owing  to  a  natural  desire 
not  to  sacrifice  the  old  town  with  its  narrow  streets  and  picturesque 
roofs.  An  end  must  be  put  to  ill  housing,  but  it  is  believed  that 
consistently  with  this,  measures  can  be  taken  to  preserve  the  character 
of  the  old  town. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  Scarborough,  as  elsewhere,  tuberculosis  is  a  waning  disease. 
The  following  figures  shew  the  average  annual  numbers  of  deaths  and 
of  new  cases  over  five  year  periods,  and  in  1936.

The  Superintendent  of  the  District  Nursing  Association  is  informed 
at  once  of  each  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum ;  a  nurse  then  visits,  and, 
if  necessary,  takes  on  the  case  for  nursing. 

2. — MID  WIVES. 

The  District  Nursing  Association  has  continued  to  maintain  two 
midwives,  receiving  from  the  Corporation  towards  their  cost  the  sum 
of  £200  annually.  This  arrangement  is  now  being  revised  in  consequence 
of  the  new  Mid  wives  Act.  Twenty-two  trained  midwives  practised  in 
the  town  during  the  year,  of  whom  16  were  general  trained  state- 
registered  nurses.  There  is  also  one  untrained  midwife  on  the  roll  who 
does  not  practice. 

The  number  of  confinements  attended  in  1936  by  the  District  Nurs¬ 
ing  Association  midwives  was  205,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  them 
was  5,232. 

3. — LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  following  are  the  arrangements  for  the  examination  of  patho¬ 
logical  and  bacteriological  specimens : — 

Examination  of  diphtheria  swabs,  of  sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli,  of 
hair  for  ringworm  in  school  children,  and  the  Widal  test  for  typhoid 
fever  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  other  examina¬ 
tions,  including  cultural  tests  for  typhoid  bacilli,  meningococci,  etc., 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  etc.,  are  performed  at  the  North 
Riding  Laboratory  of  Pathology  and  Public  Health.

4. — HOSPITALS. 

FEVER.— The  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  in  Newby 
Lane  just  outside  the  borough.  Jt  consists  of  an  administrative  block, 
a  laundry  block  containing  disinfecting  chambers,  mortuary,  etc.,  a 
porter’s  lodge  and  discharge  rooms,  and  wards  for  scarlet  fever  (14  beds), 
diphtheria  (10  beds)  and  observation  (2  beds).  There  is  also  the  open-air 
ward  referred  to  below. 
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The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  was  163,  including  17 
to  the  open-air  ward.  Details  are  given  in  the  following  tVfte : —

Scarborough  has  an  agreement  with  Middlesbrough  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  smallpox  cases  occurring  in  Scarborough  to  the  Middlesbrough 
smallpox  hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — An  open-air  pavilion  at  the  Scarborough  isola¬ 
tion  hospital  is  used  in  the  summer  months  for  early  cases  of  tuberculosis, 
chiefly  children  of  pre-tuberculous  type. 

For  admissions  during  the  year  see  above  under  Fever  Hospitals. 

CHILDREN. — There  is  a  children’s  ward  in  the  Scarborough 
Hospital  and  Dispensary. 

Orthopaedic  cases  needing  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  the  York¬ 
shire  Children’s  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Kirbymoorside.  Cases  of 
tuberculosis  are  paid  for  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  others 
by  the  Corporation  of  Scarborough  through  the  Education  Committee  or 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  as  the  case  may  be. 

Two  Scarborough  children  were  under  treatment  in  the  orthopaedic 
hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
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FgJ  1 )  Girl  (M.B.,  9  years).  Acute  inflammation  of  bone  and  hip 
joint.  Admitted  in  July,  1935,  and  discharged  in  August,  1936, 
much  improved. 

(2)  Boy  (C.C.,  9  years).  Old  fracture  at  elbow  joint.  Discharged 
in  February,  1936,  much  improved. 

One  child  was  admitted  during  the  year. 

Boy  (E.W.,  5  years).  Cyst  at  back  of  knee.  Admitted  in  May  and 
discharged  in  June — cyst  removed. 

After  discharge  from  hospital  patients  attend  the  orthopaedic 
clinic,  where  they  are  kept  under  observation  and,  if  necessary,  treatment 
by  splint,  plaster,  massage,  remedial  exercises,  etc. 

The  Orthopaedic  clinic  is  conducted  by  the  Council  of  Social  "Wel¬ 
fare,  to  which  the  Education  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittees  make  grants  calculated  on  an  attendance  basis.  The  clinic  is 
held  on  Friday,  in  the  morning,  at  the  Council  of  Social  Welfare  premises 
in  Elder  Street,  and  in  the  afternoon  at  the  Scarborough  hospital.  It 
is  attended  weekly  by  the  orthopaedic  after-care  sister,  and  on  the  first 
Friday  in  the  month  by  the  orthopaedic  surgeon.  The  number  of 
attendances  made  last  year  by  Scarborough  children,  exclusive  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  cases,  for  whom  the  North  Riding  County  Council  is  responsible, 
was  1,043. 


GENERAL. — The  Scarborough  Hospital,  a  completely  new  building 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  was  opened  on  October  23rd,  1936,  by  H.R.H. 
The  Duke  of  Kent. 

The  total  accommodation  for  in-patients  is  140  beds,  including  those 
for  paying  patients  and  maternity  cases.  In  addition  to  serving  the 
town  of  Scarborough,  with  its  greatly  increased  seasonal  population,  it 
serves  a  very  large  surrounding  district.  All  general  medical,  surgical 
and  eye  cases  are  provided  for.  There  are  dental,  massage  and  light 
treatment,  radiological  and  pathological  departments ;  and  accommoda¬ 
tion  is  provided  for  the  County  Council  Venereal  Diseases  clinic  and 
tuberculosis  dispensary. 

The  total  cost  of  this  new  building  was  approximately  £140,000,  and 
of  this  sum  £15,000  is  still  required. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Clinics  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  send  many  children  to  the  hospital  out-patient  department  for 
treatment,  including  a  considerable  number  for  the  removal  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids.  The  hospital  keeps  a  roster  of  the  latter,  and  deals  with 

a  few  of  them  everv  week.

MATERNITY. 

The  arrangement  by  which  the  Corporation  subsidised  five  maternity 
beds  at  the  Dybdale  Nursing  Home  was  terminated  at  the  end  of  October 
when  the  maternity  ward  in  the  new  Scarborough  hospital  was  ready  for 
use :  the  first  patient  was  admitted  to  the  ward  on  NoA^ember  4th. 

Seventy-three  patients  were  admitted  to  Dybdale  Nursing  Home 
during  the  ten  months,  their  periods  of  stay  adding  up  to  146  weeks. 
Sixteen  of  the  patients  were  delivered  by  midwives  and  57  by  doctors. 
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There  were  t.wo  still  births,  and  one  baby  died  of  convulsions.  Mf  Hal 
help  was  called  in  by  the  midwife  in  fourteen  cases.  There  were-  no 
maternal  deaths.  Three  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified,  two 
of  these  being  unmarried  mothers.  No  ease  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum 
occurred.  The  number  of  infants  not  entirely  breast  fed  was  nine.

SECTION  C.- SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER. 

The  water  supply  of  Scarborough  is  obtained  from  the  Corallian 
limestones  and  grit,  tapped  at  Irton  by  two  wells  with  bore-holes,  428 
and  430  feet  deep  respectively,  at  Cayton  Bay  by  a  spring,  and  at  Osgodby 
by  a  well  127  feet  deep. 

Irton  provides  the  bulk  of  the  supply,  Cayton  being  a  useful  addition. 

Osgodby  is  not  used.

Throughout  the  year  routine  bacteriological  examinations 
water  from  each  source  were  made  by  me.  The  results  are  shewn 
in  the  following  table  : — 
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w  n  August  6th  a  deluge  of  rain  (1.03  inches)  flooded  the  water¬ 
works  at  Irton  and  disorganised  the  filters,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
water  passing  the  filter  shewed  2,000  colonies  per  ml.,  B.  coli  present 
in  1/10  ml.  and  positive  stormy  fermentation  test  in  250  ml.  Chlorination 
was  put  into  operation  at  once  and  continued  until  the  end  of  August, 
by  which  time  B.  coli  was  absent  from  100  ml. 

In  addition  to  these  complete  examinations,  the  Irton  filtered  water 
was  tested  131  times  during  the  year  for  the  presence  of  B.  coli  only. 

This  is  done  three  times  a  week.  B.  coli  was  absent  form  100  ml. 
101  times,  present  in  100  ml.  15  times,  in  50  ml.  13  times  (12  times  in 
August),  and  in  20  ml.  twice  (in  August). 

It  will  be  seen  that  Irton  water,  after  precipitation  and  filtration, 
is  a  pure  and  safe  water. 

The  Cayton  Bay  spring  provides  a  very  pure  water  indeed. 

The  Osgodby  water  is  seldom  used;  when  used,  it  is  chlorinated 
to  obviate  any  risk  there  might  be. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  in  the  Aquarium  bath, 
a  fresh  water  bath  owned  by  the  Corporation,  carried  out  during  June, 
July,  August  and  September,  gave  fairly  satisfactory  results.  It  was 
found,  however,  that  two  daily  doses  of  chloros  at  7.0  a.m.  and  1.0  p.m. 
could  not  be  relied  upon  to  keep  the  water  invariably  clean. 

The  Swimming  Pool  water  was  also  examined  periodically  during 
the  summer  and  found  generally  to  be  satisfactory.  On  three  occasions, 
however,  it  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  B.  coli  being  present  in  from 
10  to  20  ml.  On  two  of  these  occasions  the  chlorinating  plant  was  out 
of  order. 

Chlorination  of  the  Aquarium  bath  is  effected  by  the  addition  of 
chloros  so  as  to  give  one  part  of  available  chlorine  per  million.  The 
results  only  shew  once  more  that  intermittent  chlorination  is  not  suffi¬ 
cient.  What  is  required  is  continuous  chlorination  and  filtration.

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  average  quality  of  the  milk  sold  in  Scarborough  continues  to 
be  poor.  The  fat  and  non-fatty  solids  should  average  3.7  per  cent,  and 
8.9  per  cent,  respectively.  The  average  figures  for  Scarborough  last  year 
were  3.51  and  8.85. 

Of  62  samples  sent  to  the  borough  analyst,  9,  i.e.  14.5  per  cent.,  were 
below  the  moderate  limit  set  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  This  figure 
is  more  than  twice  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole  during  the  five  years. 
1930-1934.  The  following  table  compares  the  figures  for  Scarborough 
and  for  England  and  Wales  during  these  five  years.

CLEANLINESS. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  samples  of  new  milk  sold  in  the 
town  were  submitted  to  the  North  Riding  Laboratory  of  Pathology  and 
Public  Health,  Scarborough,  for  examination  of  their  bacterial  content.. 
As  a  standard  with  which  to  compare  the  results  we  may  take  the  old 
“  Grade  A  ”  milk  standard  which  limited  the  number  of  germs  to  200,000 
per  c.e.  and  required  the  absence  of  B.  coli  from  1/100  c.c.  Taking  this, 
standard,  which  any  clean  producer  ought  to  have  no  difficulty  in 
attaining,  it  was  found  that  139  samples  (70  per  cent.)  did  in  fact  reach 
it,  59  (30  per  cent.)  did  not. 

Of  those  which  did  not,  two  were  bacterially  very  dirty,  i.e.,  con¬ 
tained  more  than  300,000  germs  per  c.c.  and  an  excessive  number  of 
manure  derived  germs.  These  were  from  farms  outside  the  borough.

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Fifty-two  samples  of  “  Tuberculin  Tested/’  38  of  “  Pasteur;  d  ” 
and  one  of  “  Accredited  ”  milk  were  also  examined.  One  sampj*,  of 
“  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  and  six  of  “  Pasteurised  ”  milk  fell  short  of  the 
required  standards. 


One  hundred  and  forty-one  samples  of  milk  sold  in  the  town,  in¬ 
cluding  nine  “  Tuberculin  Tested,”  seven  “  Pasteurised  ”  and  one 


Accredited  ”  were  examined  biologically  for  tubercle  bacilli.  Eight  of 


them  (all  ungraded  milks)  were  found  to  be  positive. 


Occasionally  more  than  one  sample  was  taken  of  a  supply:  regard¬ 
ing  these  as  one  sample  in  each  case,  and  cutting  out  follow  up  samples, 
the  above  figures  should  be  reduced  to  112  with  7  positive.  That  is  to 
say  that  six  per  cent,  of  samples  of  milk  sold  in  the  town  contained 
living  tubercle  bacilli.  In  spite  of  all  the  warnings  that  have  been 
given,  the  public  has  not  yet  realised  this.  When  they  do,  they  will 
stop  buying  milk  which,  being  neither  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  nor 
u  Pasteurised,”  may  infect  children  with  tuberculosis.

METEOROLOGY. 

SUNSHINE. — The  sunshine  observations  are  taken  with  a  Campbell- 
Stokes  recorder.  In  most  favourable  circumstances  sunshine  can  be 
recorded  when  the  sun  is  3— in.  above  the  horizon,  i.e.,  20  minutes  after 
sunrise  or  20  minutes  before  sunset;  but  this  implies  a  very  clear 
atmosphere.  In  general,  for  half  an  hour  at  either  end  of  a  fine  day 
there  is  no  trace  of  a  burn  on  the  sunshine  card,  so  that  the  effective 
length  of  the  “  possible  ”  duration  of  “  bright  sunshine  ”  is  normally 
about  an  hour  less  than  the  “  length  of  day.”  The  sunshine  recorder  is 
situated  in  the  Alexandra  Gardens. 


RAINFALL. — A  5-in.  Gauge  is  used,  the  rim  of  which  is  13-in.  off 
the  ground.  It  is  situated  about  50  feet  from  the  South  side  of  the  Town 
Hall.
